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Harbour a 'ticking bomb' 
as huge holes discovered

WEYMOUTH must find 
up to £60million in repair 
cash to secure the long 
term future of its harbour. 

Details of the funding 
mountain came as fresh 
evidence emerged of a 
sharp deterioration in the 
state of quayside struc¬ 
tures. 

The cash crippled au¬ 
thority has already had to 
find more than £4million 
to repair a structural col¬ 
lapse of the harbourside 
near the ferry terminal. 

But it has now emerged 
that the whole quayside 
berth area from B1-A2 is 


in a poor state including 

• A harbour wall hole 
up to 20ft deep near A2 
at the Pavilion end 

• Sheet piling rusted 
through and holed in 29 
places 

• Severe surface corro¬ 
sion of piling over a wide 
area. 

The gaping underwater 
hole was only discovered 
by accident when a diver 
went down to try and re¬ 
cover glasses that a 
friend had dropped over¬ 


board by the quay wall. 

He said: “I found the 
glasses and a lot more as 
well because they were 
lying by a dark area from 
which a pair of lobster 
antennae were sticking 
out. 

“I shone a torch, the 
lobster shot back and I 
wondered where it had 
gone, so I shone my 
torch in and there was a 
huge hole at least 20ft 
deep, a couple of feet 
high and about 15ft wide. 
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That whole section of 
harbour wall must be on 
borrowed time. 

“So is the quayside on 
the other side of the har¬ 
bour which is noticeably 
buckled with the road 
settling round all the 
drain covers. 

“There is now a big 
crack in the harbour wall 
opposite the Old Rooms 
pub where there was 
nothing a year ago, so I 
believe that area is com¬ 


promised as well. The 
drains have clearly been 
damaged by ground 
movement because you 
get raw sewage coming 
out of the storm drains 
when it rains heavily. 

“My own personal 
opinion is that large parts 
of the quay wall are com¬ 
pletely shot to bits. The 
council may have spent 
£4.4million to repair the 
quayside by the ferry but 
that could be a drop in 



the ocean compared to 
what it is going to cost to 
repair the rest of the har¬ 
bour wall. It is a ticking 
bomb.” 

The piling problem is 
so bad at some points 
near the Pavilion that 
holes have exposed rub¬ 
ble hard core used to fill 
the quay wall.

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Police to crack down 
on street drinking 


PEOPLE found drinking on the 
streets of Weymouth or causing anti¬ 
social behaviour will be targeted as 
part of a two-week police campaign 
until August 18th. 

Officers will be increasing patrols 
to tackle street drinkers and those 
acting in an anti-social manner. 

Officers say they have been made 
aware of issues along the seafront in¬ 
volving groups of people who are 
regularly drunk, abusive and causing 
concern to members of the public. 

During this two week long opera¬ 
tion, anyone seen to be acting in an 
anti-social manner will be issued 
with a Section 27 dispersal order 
preventing them from returning to 
the area for up to 48 hours. If they 
breach this order they can be ar¬ 
rested. 

Alcohol will be seized from any¬ 
one who is seen to be drinking in al¬ 


cohol free areas of Weymouth Town 
which is a breach of local byelaws. 
Anyone who is found to be drunk 
and disorderly will also be arrested. 

Weymouth Safer Neighbourhood 
Sergeant Steve Yeoman said: “The 
aim of this operation is to reduce 
anti-social behaviour and deal 
strongly with the issue of street 
drinkers in Weymouth. 

“We are actively targeting these 
groups of people to ensure that those 
at fault are dealt with and that Wey¬ 
mouth remains a safe and beautiful 
place to live and visit.” 

Anyone who sees anyone involved 
in alcohol related disorder or acting 
in an anti-social manner should call 
Dorset Police on 101 or go to 
dorset.police.uk and report them 
using the Do It Online service. If a 
crime is in progress or life in danger 
please dial 999 immediately.

VANDALS have

A large section of roofing 
was completely smashed 
and the hide has had to 
be closed while repairs 
are carried out. 

RSPB spokesman 

Michelle Williams said: 
“The vandals also started 
a fire, smashed the hide 
doorframe and threw a 
pot of paint about. It was 
a mess. 

“The sad thing about it is 
that we had to temporar¬ 
ily close the hide which 
was the best place for our 
visitors to see our won¬ 
derful marsh harriers and 
their two chicks which 
have just fledged.” 

The incident was re¬ 
ported to the police who 
are investigating the inci¬ 
dent.

Group set up to fight beach access decision 


IT was standing room only when a public meeting 
was called by local resident and Green Party mem¬ 
ber Clare Sutton to discuss options for re-establish¬ 
ing access to Castle Cove Beach in Weymouth. 

She presented a petition to Weymouth and Port¬ 
land council several weeks ago which now has al¬ 
most 2,000 signatures, but the council voted to “take 
no further action”. 

Ms Sutton said: “I was extremely disappointed that 
councillors were not willing to listen to a number of 
very reasonable and cheap requests to explore all the 
options. 

“I therefore called a public meeting to see if there 
is the will within our local community to in effect 
do what we asked the council to do... and the answer 
was a resounding ‘yes’.” 


She added that more than 80 people attended the 
meeting including a few local councillors although 
none from Weymouth West or Weymouth East. 

There was overwhelming support for continuing 
to try to find a solution and to set up a “Friends of’ 
group to take this forward. 

Already, the group has set up a Facebook page and 
is sending regular email updates to supporters. 

In addition, a steering group has already met and 
decided on a few key courses of action. 

The council said it had been forced to remove ac¬ 
cess steps to the beach following a landslip and did 
not have the “significant amount of money” it would 
require to rebuild the steps. 

Ms Sutton said: “This is a very complex issue, 
there is no guarantee of success and it may take 


some time, but we are quite a determined bunch I 
think. 

“We are exploring a number of avenues including 
investigating the contents of legal documents con¬ 
cerning the use of the private slipway, the stability 
of the top half of the existing path which is closed 
off and considering whether a new access route 
could be established. 

“We do have a plan drawn up by a master builder 
costed at just £7,000-£8000, but whether this stands 
up to close scrutiny we will have to see. Do watch 
this space though.”

Weymouth and Portland environment spokesman 
Councillor Ian Roebuck said: “We know it is a serious 
situation and we know it will cost between £55-£65 
million to secure the long term future of the harbour. 
This takes into account climate change and wear and 
tear. 

“This latest news of harbour wall deterioration is fur¬ 
ther ammunition for our ongoing negotiations with the 
Environment Agency to future-proof the harbour and 
its surroundings through major capital works. 

“The council is aware of various harbour wall holes, 
all of which are monitored. 

“It confirms the power of the natural environment to 
erode and underlines just how important it is for reg¬ 
ular maintenance cash to be set aside because major 
incidents will not only become more frequent but will 
cost more and have wider consequences to communi¬ 
ties and supporting infrastructure.”

DORSET Wildlife Trust (DWT) is en¬ 
couraging more young people to go 
outside this summer and enter the Pat 
Dolbear digital photograph competi¬ 
tion, with their up-close snapshots of 
wildlife. 

Set up in September 2012 by Ken 
Dolbear MBE, in memory of his late 
wife, the Pat Dolbear Photographic 
Award specifically aims to get young 
people enjoying the wildlife around 
them by inviting them to take pictures 
of all the weird and wonderful wildlife 
they see. 

The competition is open to anyone 
under 18 who has taken a wildlife pic¬ 
ture on their phone or camera. Each 
month a panel of judges picks the best 
images, based on photographic creativ¬ 
ity, photographic quality and rarity of 
the creature. 

Prizes of up to £20 in Amazon vouch¬ 
ers will be awarded to young photogra¬ 
phers who demonstrate their wildlife 
photographic talent to the judges. 

Ken Dolbear said: “We set up the 
photograph competition in the hope it 
would stimulate the younger generation 
to look, see, photograph and under¬ 
stand the wonderful world of nature; 
particularly insects, which are the basis 
for all life on Earth. 

“I hope the competition will encour¬ 
age young people to go out and explore 
the natural world around them.” 

Ken is also offering some tips to get 
the perfect photo. 

He said: “When out taking photos it’s 


important to move slowly and steadily, 
and try not to make any sudden move¬ 
ments. Be sure to check any hedgerows 
for insects hiding in the foliage - flow¬ 
ers are also great places to get pictures 
of them feeding. Remember to take 
several shots of your subject to guaran¬ 
tee you get the perfect shot. 

“Creatures like Butterflies can be 
quite difficult to photograph and are 
susceptible to movement, but are often 
much more approachable in the 


evening when you can get some fantas¬ 
tic photos of them basking in the 
warmth of the setting sun.”

• A person is needed to support 
a young man with Down’s Syn¬ 
drome to help in a community 
cafe in Weymouth.

“We must not celebrate that but 
we should commemorate it.” 


■ AN EXHIBITION about Wey¬ 
mouth during the First World 
War has opened in the Mul¬ 
berry Gallery at the town's 
main library. 

The exhibition, which will 
run until August 30th, con¬ 
tains photos, leaflets and 
newspaper cuttings of the 
time to mark the centenary of 
the outbreak of the Great War 
on August 4th, 1914. 

Organiser Wendy Brown 
said: "We have more than 100 
items which give a real flavour 
of wartime Weymouth in 1914.

How the RNU are using activities and games to help families stay safer on the beach. 


THIS summer, two thirds of us will head to UK beaches 
for sun, sandcastles and a splash in the brisk, British 
waters. But the sea can be unpredictable. Something 
young people especially need be aware of. In fact, RNU 
Lifeguards helped over 9,500 children on and around UK 
beaches last year. 

Nearly a third of all people 
rescued from UK beaches 
last year were children 
under 12years old. 

The RNU is known for its volunteer lifeboat service, but 
the charity's lifeguard service is just as vital and provides 
safety to over 200 of the UK's busiest beaches. The 
lifeguard's duties include performing safety patrols, 
managing warning flags and rescuing people in trouble. 
It's a demanding job, requiring specialist training and 
tough fitness tests. Charitable donations from the public 
really make a difference to the service they provide. 

Getting children beach smart in a fun way 

While beach safety is a serious issue, RNU lifeguards 
believe learning about it can be fun. This is particularly 
important for children, who respond to serious messages 


when delivered through games and activities. This year, 
the RNU are helping children get beach smart, with free 
activity packs, including an identity snapband and 
waterproof pen (see the page opposite for details on how 
to get yours). 

While children will love the snapband's bright colour 
and cartoon puffin motif, parents can use the indelible 
pen to write their name and mobile number on the 
inside, for peace of mind on crowded beaches. It's an 
approach they're committed to, through programmes 
like Swim Safe - a course run in partnership with the 
Amateur Swimming Association (England's national 
governing body for swimming) to help 7-14 year-olds 
become safe in and around open water.

On many beaches throughout the summer, RNU 
lifeguards run sandcastle competitions. These give 
children a chance to meet the lifeguards on patrol and 
get safety tips, while showing off their creative efforts.

EVERYTHING you 
ever wanted to know 
about mosaics was on 
show when the White 
Stones cafe and gallery 
staged an open day as 
part of the Spirit of Port¬ 
land Festival. 

Owner and artist David 
Nicholls is master of 
many mediums but he 
used the day to focus on 
mosaics. 

He said: “Visitors were 
able to see me construct 
a small mosaic and, if 
they wanted, sign up for 
future mosaic work¬ 
shops. 

“I also displayed ex¬ 
amples of mosaic work I 
had already completed 
which were on show in 
the gallery garden.” 

He explained that tra¬ 
ditional mosaics are cre¬ 
ated using small pieces 
of cubed stone known as 
tesserae, but his more 
modern approach uses 
everything from stone to 
glass, coins, keys, beads 
and pieces of broken 
crockery and tile. 

David said: “I wanted 
to show people both the 
traditional and modern 
method of creating a mo¬ 
saic and also show them 
what finished items can 
look like. 

“I have been greatly in¬ 


fluenced by the modern 
emphasis on recycling 
which I bring to my mo¬ 
saics, something people 
seem to like and comment 
on. 

“It is also about intro¬ 
ducing colour into a 3-D 


form which can be quite 
complex. 

“My future plans in¬ 
clude trying to combine 
all this with Portland 
stone to create works 
which are both mosaic 
and sculpture.”

AN open studio and exhibition of art and 
architecture has been held at the Drill 
Hall in Easton Lane as part of the Spirit 
of Portland Festival.

The first was Christina Chen from Tai¬ 
wan who was carving abstract sculpture. 

She said: “Stone carving is a psychic 


dance. It is a spiritual dialogue between 
me and my work.” 

The second artist was Sonja Islamovic 
from Sweden who said: “I am working 
with time based sculpture, looking at 
landscape in stone and casting with par¬ 
ticular emphasis on moulds. 

“I am currently making a performance 
piece which will be ready in about a 
week’s time related to stone in the land¬ 
scape and how it is extracted in cubes. 
The finished work will suspend ‘stone’ 
blocks from the ceiling but they will be 
cast from plaster.” 

Hannah said: “We had more than 100 
visitors through here in all and their gen¬ 
eral reaction was one of real interest.” 

The event also included living archive 
interviews and footage of quarrymen 
and stonemasons.

Public art a little bit like'Marmite' 


COLOURFUL debate has been splashed 
across a broad canvas following the un¬ 
veiling of Weymouth’s latest offering of 
public art. 

Three pieces totalling more than 
£75,000 are now in situ at the Weymouth 
Gateway site off Dorchester Road and 
feelings have been, to say the least, 
“mixed” about their impact. 

The newcomers have a tough act to 
follow after more than £330,000 was 
poured out - some would say down the 
drain - for the infamous “Stones on 
Sticks” sculpture at Littlemoor. 

Fortunately public coffers have not 
been embarrassed by the three new 
pieces which have been jointly funded 
by New Look and Sainsbury’s. 

Essentially we are told they represent 
a rendition of local memories and tales 
in the form of rusting plesiosaur heads 
welded to torpedoes with an ornate chair 
on top, a bus stop with horns on top and 
a giant picture frame with wings and 
etchings. 

Of the three, I believe “Torpedosaur” 
is extremely eye-catching, that the bus 
stop has missed the bus and that 


“Frame” is OK if you like that sort of 
thing. 

But if other businesses, Weymouth and 
Portland council or anyone with more 
money than sense is planning to inflict 
more art on this area’s long suffering 
public then I have one thing to say: 
“Enough is enough.” 

I do not want to stand in front of a bro¬ 
ken tailor’s dummy speared into a dust¬ 
bin garnished with a cross made from 
rotted fence posts and be told it symbol¬ 
ises the waste of human life in World 
War I. 

I particularly do not want to hear from 
the council that it is trying to reduce its 
budget problems by offering the 
Mayor’s unmade bed for sale in the hope 
of emulating Tracey Emin’s bed artwork 
which recently sold for a rumpled £2.2 
million. 

We are being forced to endure and 
must continue to suffer the more bizarre 
Weymouth forays into artwork foisted 
on us for years to come, so I feel any fu¬ 
ture public artwork should stipulate a re¬ 
turn to more mainstream forms of art 
such as a Portland stone sculpture figure 


or an ornate fountain. It is all well and 
good to show how “progressive” Wey¬ 
mouth is with the Gateway and Little¬ 
moor offerings. 

OK, so we’ve been “progressive”. In 


YOU know those occasions when 
something happens, you can’t believe it 
and just burst out laughing? 

Well that happened recently at the 
start of roadworks near Lyme Regis on 
a hill with a slow curving bend from 
right to left. 

As you might imagine, this was an ex¬ 
tremely dangerous position to have to 
carry out any roadworks and the work¬ 
men we found ourselves behind were 
taking the situation very seriously in¬ 
deed. 

First, they made sure they had a de¬ 
cent audience - the traffic queue behind 
their flatbed van was soon out of sight 
- then they chucked down and set up a 
sign warning that the road ahead would 
soon have its inner lane closed.

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Social club launched 
for men with dementia 


OLDER men with dementia in rural 
areas of Dorset are being invited to take 
part in a social club which will run for 
eight weeks. 

It will enable them to meet other men 
in their area with dementia over a cup of 
tea and biscuits and will help collect in¬ 
formation for Ben Hicks who is doing a 
doctoral study part funded by 
Bournemouth University Dementia Insti¬ 
tute and Age UK Dorchester. 

The initiative will help collect informa¬ 
tion for research and contribute to the 
final documentation produced. 

The guidance that will come from these 
sessions will help improve the lives and 
well-being of men with dementia 
throughout the UK. 

The social club is the first of four parts 
of the study and includes a free men-only 
club which will meet at St John’s Hall, 
Ventnor Lane, Portland on eight consec¬ 
utive Mondays from August 18th until 
October 6th from 10.30am-12.30pm. 

During sessions participants will use 
activities on gadgets and gismos such as 
the Nintendo Wii, Nintendo DS, Mi¬ 
crosoft Kinect and iPads and play games 
such as bowling on the Nintendo Wii or 
puzzle games on the iPad. 

The activities may involve some mild 
exercise and will give those taking part 
something new to try out. Above all they 
will be fun and entertaining! Partici¬ 
pants’ care partner will also be invited to 
stay and watch but will not be able to 
take part in activities. 

Once social clubs finish in October Mr 


Hicks will ask participants if he can ac¬ 
company them on a walk around their 
local neighbourhood. 

He said: “The walk can be as long or as 
short as you like and you can choose the 
areas we visit. It could be to your local 
pub or favourite park. I’ll leave it up to 
you. I want to find out from you what it’s 
like to live in your neighbourhood, what 
you like or don’t like, places you find in¬ 
teresting or enjoy visiting. If you feel for 
any reason that you are unable to walk 
around your local area, then don’t worry. 
We can just talk about your experiences 
in the comfort of your own home. 

“Around December time, I will invite 
you for another chat. I will want to tell 
you about what I’ve found out during all 
my research. I’ll be asking you if what 
I’ve found out sounds accurate and ask¬ 
ing some more questions about your 
thoughts of the social clubs and if you 
have noticed any other benefits since 
they finished. 

“In June 2015,1 will invite you to at¬ 
tend a final discussion group. All those 
who have taken part in the research as 
well as health professionals who regu¬ 
larly work with people with dementia in 
the Dorset region will be invited. Here 
you will be given a chance to tell every¬ 
one what you think about the final guid¬ 
ance. 

“ I hope that the final guidance will 
help health professionals to set up other 
similar social clubs to benefit all those 
with dementia. All information will be 
kept confidential.”

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T HE fifteenth annual staging of the successful 
and popular event is now just a few weeks away. 
It is hard to believe that it came about simply be¬ 
cause a May morning in 2000 was foggy. The then 
newly established team of Vintage Flying were about 
to present their first "Great Vintage Flying Weekend" 
atThruxton Airfield. With around 600 aircraft request¬ 
ing passes and a beautiful blue sky and bright sun¬ 
shine, things were looking good. But not for long 

.by 10am not one single aircraft but lots 

and lots of despairing phone calls. 
Thruxton was the only place to see the 
sun, the rest of Southern UK was completely 
fogged-in! 

Things did of course brighten up eventually but a 
large number of pilots missed their slots and couldn't 
come. Frustrated pilots being what they are, were 
quick to suggest that the team staged another fly-in 
later in the year. After some hurried consultations an 
approach was made to Henstridge Airfield, (formerly 
RNAS HMS Dipper) and thanks to a positive response 
from manger, Joe Williams, the Saturday of the August 
Bank Holiday saw the first "Late Summer Fly-In". 

This time the weather was much better and the day 
was such a success that, even before the last aircraft 
had departed, the decision was made to make it an 
annual event. Before long it had attracted the atten¬ 
tion of the classic and vintage car owners, as well as 
the pilot community, and was officially renamed as 
"Wings & Wheels". Not the most original title but with 
around a hundred aeroplanes and a hundred vehicles 
what else could one call it? 

The original volunteer team of "Vintage Flying" re¬ 
mained together for well over a decade. They devel¬ 


oped The Great Vintage Flying Weekend into a three 
day spectacular and the largest show of its kind in Eu¬ 
rope. In addition to that and Henstridge they staged 
two full air shows in Scotland and Devon, took se¬ 
lected groups of Aircraft to Cherbourg and to stately 
homes in the UK, and supported all three services 
with scores of pilots visiting the Royal Navy Air Day at 
Yeovilton, RAF Families Day at Lyneham and Benson 
and helped the Army Air Corps stage the commemo¬ 
rative events at Middle Wallop. 

This year's "Wings & Wheels" will see again many of 
the original team in action along side the regular staff 
at Henstridge. Over the years they reckon to have in¬ 
stigated around 25,000 aircraft movements with an 
excellent safety record. It's a great record and they are 
delighted to support the Dorset and Somerset Air 
Ambulance, which is also based at Henstridge.

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The Battle of Britain Memorial Flight 


For the first couple of years the event was simply the "Late Summer Vintage 
and Classic Fly In" However the word soon got around among the vintage and 
classic car fraternity that it was something worth seeing, and a drive through 
the amazing Dorset and Somerset countryside, was worth doing. So the num¬ 
bers of interesting vehicles began to grow. 

Cars were joined by gleaming motorcycles and not so gleaming Jeeps and the 
occasional GMC "Deuce and a half". It wasn't long before these visitors occu¬ 
pied most of the grass area next to the club house and the words"Classic Cars" 
appeared on our posters. In the end we bowed to the inevitable and officially 

renamed the show as"Wings and Wheels".not a very original title perhaps, 

but it was hard to find a shorter way of saying it! 

The show now features a regular gathering of around a hundred or so "Wheels" 
exhibitors. Together they represent a great cross section of our automotive 
history. Just as in the air park, the organisers follow the simple rule that"next 
in is next in line!" So on one side of the fence is a 1930s Tiger Moth parked 
next to a more modern Cessna, and on the other side of the fence an elderly 
Morris Minor is flanked by the Dorset Car Club and a Modern Jaguar. 

A select few trade stands surround the car display area, offering a wide variety 
of gifts and historical memorabilia. 

It is this informality that is part of the charm of Wings and Wheels at Henstridge 
for exhibitors and visitors alike. It's like a garden party, perhaps you would like 
to bring along your picnic? 

"Officialdom" except for essential Health and Safety and Risk Avoidance, is 
most definitely left at the gates. 



THE "Vintage Flying Team" have long enjoyed good relations 
with the RAF Events Team, formerly the Participation Com¬ 
mittee, and the staff at BBMF Conningsby. Despite the ever 
increasing demand for RAF assets at a time when their actual 
number of display aircraft has dwindled to barely a handful - 
they still manage to squeeze Henstridge into their schedule. 

Over the years they have had fly-past salutes from the fight¬ 
ers both individually and together,The Dakota, the Lancaster 
and of course that most popular sight of all, when the "Lane" 
is accompanied by the Spitfire and Hurricane. This years event 
will be a once in a life time spectacle as the famous trio will 
be joined by the only other airworthy Lancaster in the world, 
C-GVRA from Canada. 

VERA as she is known is operated by the Canadian Warplane 
Heritage Museum and will spend most of August and Sep¬ 
tember flying with the BBMF. Her presence will be in a living 
commemoration to the thousands of Commonwealth Air¬ 
crew who flew with Bomber Command in the Second World 
War. 

Visitors to Wings and Wheels can expect to see and hear this 
unique "Ten Merlin Flight" in a way not possible at the usual 
airshows. Wings and Wheels has no full flying display and is 
therefore exempt from the usual stringent civil and military 
safety rules and guidelines. The organisers are naturally 
somewhat reticent about what one might expect. They sim¬ 
ply state that it is advisable to look up as well as out!

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WHEN the Vintage FlyingTeam tookover GVFWE (Great Vintage Flying Weekend) 
they already had considerable experience of the necessary safety rules and regu¬ 
lations involved with air shows. It came as a bit of a shock to the team to find that 
there was nothing similar regarding "Fly-Ins" no matter how large or small. 

It seems that everyone, pilots and public alike, simply looked out for themselves. 

Undeterred the team set down and produced their own documentation, from 
simple A4 guideline for stewards up to full Aerodrome and Crowd side Manuals, 
Risk Assessments and Emergency Operations Orders. All of which were duly ap¬ 
proved by the CAA, local emergency services and local authorities. 

None the less, it can all be summed up in the simple phrase, "People and Pro¬ 
pellers don't mix". 

Wings and Wheels at Henstridge follows exactly the same guidelines, but with 
much less paperwork. Visiting public on crowd side are fenced off from the arriv¬ 
ing, taxiing and departing aircraft, which operate on Airside or Live Side. However 
the views are as good as they can be while all the airside activity is going on. 

The unique attraction comes at lunchtime, when the barriers are quickly re¬ 
aligned by the team, and the public are encouraged to walk among the assembled 
aeroplanes. Many of the pilots stay with their aircraft and are happy to chat with 
dedicated enthusiasts or with Mums and Dads and kids. 

On more than one occasion some lucky youngster has been helped into the 
cockpit of a fragile biplane "Even older than Granddad!" 

There are few rules, except no smoking, no litter and no touching, take only 
memories and photographs and leave only foot prints. 

Clear announcements and gentle shepherding by the stewards ensures that 
everyone returns safely back to crowd side before the props start turning for the 
flights home.

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A British Woman on the Eastern Front 

A talk by Dr Angela K Smith at Dorset County Museum 


DORSET Woman at War, the current 
exhibition at Dorset County Museum, 
features the exploits of a remarkable 
Dorset woman, Mabel Stobart. On 
Thursday, August 7th at 7.30pm, Dr 
Angela K Smith will give an illustrated 
talk about Stobart and other British 
women who served on the Eastern 
Front during the First World War. 

In October 1915, Mabel St Clair Sto¬ 
bart led her First Serbian-English Field 
Hospital along the Serbian front line. 
But the line was retreating; the com¬ 
bined forces of the Austrian, German 
and now the Bulgarian armies was 
more than the Serb soldiers could 
deal with, exhausted as they were 
from four years of war. As the retreat 
escalated into a mass exodus of sol¬ 
diers and civilians, headed for the 
mountains of Montenegro and Alba¬ 
nia, Stobart's unit went with them. 

But Stobart's journey into war 
began several years earlier, on the 
cliffs above Studland Bay in Dorset, 
where she set up her first medical 
training camp. Recently returned from 
South Africa, and widowed, Stobart 


had been attracted to the movement 
for Women's Suffrage, but had her 
own ideas about how the vote might 
best be won. And what better way 
than demonstrating that women 
could perform as well as men on the 
field of battle? Stobart determined to 
bring everyone in her unit through 
the retreat from Serbia alive: against 
all the odds, she did. This lecture ex¬ 
amines how she achieved this, and 
the wider implications for the Dorset 
woman. 

Angela Smith is an Associate Profes¬ 
sor at Plymouth University. She spe¬ 
cialises in war writing, with a 
particular interest in the First World 
War and gender issues. Her latest 
monograph, Women of the Eastern 
Front: British Women in Serbia and 
Russia 1914-19 will be published in 
2015. 

Entry to the talk is free but dona¬ 
tions are encouraged. Doors are open 
at 7pm; the lecture will commence at 
7.30pm.

Make it yourself... 

Gazpacho 

TASTES have changed enormously over the last 
ten years or so ( probably together with the cli¬ 
mate ), making Gazpacho ever more popular in 
the UK. This recipe has a slight twist as it includes 
roasted red peppers and raspberry vinegar, the 
result is a more piquant, slightly fruitier and less 
garlicky soup. Red chilli croutons give it a nice 
added texture. 



Serves six 

Ingredients 

300gm red peppers seeded, pithed and cut 
into quarters 

20gm olive oil, sea salt and half a lemon, 
sliced for roasting the peppers 

500gm ripe vine/quality tomatoes, washed 
and cut into eighths 

1 large red onion, diced 

4 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

2 medium red chillies, seeded and fine 
chopped 

25gm fresh basil leaves, roughly chopped 
25gm mint leaves, roughly chopped 

1 level teaspoon good sea salt 

2 level teaspoon's caster sugar 
1 lemon,juiced 

25ml raspberry vinegar 

200gm fresh peas in pods (80gm shelled), 
to garnish 

1 small cucumber chopped into 1cm square 
chunks, to garnish 

Equipment needed 

• A blender 


Method 

Pre heat oven to 150 degrees C. 

Baste the peppers with the olive 
oil, a little sea salt and the 
chopped lemon, roast without 
colour for 20 to 30 minutes so 
just cooked through and ten¬ 
der. Allow to cool for 20 min¬ 
utes, then roughly chop. 

In a large bowl mix together all 


the ingredients with the 
cooked, chopped peppers, 
cover and marinate in the fridge 
for at least 2 hours ( we like to 
marinate ours overnight at the 
restaurant, when time allows). 

Blend all the ingredients to¬ 
gether. Degree of blending de¬ 
pends on taste, we tend to 
blend until smooth and add the 
peas and cucumber raw to add 
texture. In Spain Gazpacho is a 


little more chunky and rustic. 
Serve now, while very fresh. 

To prepare the croutons; De- 
seed and chop 4 medium red 
chillies, then blend with lOOgm 
rapeseed oil. Baste some small 
chunks of bread in the oil and 
cook at a low temperature in 
the oven, IE 120 degrees C for 
approx. 20 to 30 minutes or 
until crispy.

New 9G-Tronic Gearbox, More Power 
and Lower Emissions For E-Class Range 


FROM September there will a number of 
changes for the E-Class range, including the 
introduction of the new 9G-Tronic gearbox, 
new standard equipment, more power and 
lower emissions. Mercedes-Benz developed 
the 9G-Tronic gearbox in-house and will be 
twined with the E 350 BlueTEC engine in the 
Saloon, Estate, Coupe and Cabriolet. 

The pairing brings a significant reduction 
of up to 17 g/km of C02 emissions which 
now start from 136 g/km for the Coupe, 139 
g/km for the Saloon, 142 g/km for the Estate 
and 143 g/km for the Cabriolet.

At the same time the E 220 BlueTEC will 
see an increase in power to 177 hp (+ 7hp), 
with a reduction in C02 emissions of up to 
16 g/km whilst still being paired with the 
7G-Tronic transmission. The E 220 BlueTEC

sions of the range at 116 g/km. Capacity of 
the E 400 AMG Sport will be known moving 
forward as the E 400 AMG Line and capacity 
of the V6 will increase for both the Coupe 
and Cabriolet to 3,498 cc, again with lower 
emissions of up to 17 g/km. 

Collision Prevention Assist Plus will be fit¬ 
ted as standard to every E-Class Saloon, Es¬ 
tate, Coupe and Cabriolet to reduce the 
impact of rear-end collisions. The system 
provides visual and acoustic warnings when 


a head-on collision is imminent. The adap¬ 
tive brake boosting effect and activation of 
Pre-Safe® take place when the driver applies 
the brake, and if the driver fails to respond 
autonomous braking will be activated at 
speeds up to 62 mph to reduce the severity 
of a collision with slower or stopping vehi¬ 
cles. 

The system can also brake in response to 
stationary vehicles at speeds up to 30 mph 
and prevent rear-end collisions at speeds of 
up to 24 mph. 

A Premium and Premium Plus Package will 


also be available offering customers added 
value of up to 27 per cent over purchasing 
each item separately. The Premium Package 
for the Saloon includes a Panoramic Glass 
Sunroof, Memory Package, Rear Split Fold¬ 
ing Seats, and a Reversing Camera for £2,695 
while the Premium Plus Package adds Key- 
less-GO Comfort Pack and a Flarman Kar- 
don® sound system for £3,895. Costs for the 
Estate are £2,395 and £3,495 for the Pre¬ 
mium and Premium Plus Packages respec¬ 
tively, as they already have the split folding 
seats and powered tailgate as standard.
